Remarks 



Claims 1-85 are currently pending in the Application. Claims 3,7-11, 14-17, 19- 
22, 25, 29-33, 36-39, 41-44, 47, 51-55, 58-61, 63, 73-77 and 82-85 are withdrawn. 
Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 12, 18, 23, 24, 26-28, 34, 40, 45, 46, 48-50, 56, 62 and 66-81 are 
rejected. Claims 12, 13, 34, 35, 56, 57 and 65 are objected to. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for allowing claims 12, 13, 34, 35, 56, 57 and 65 if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Summary of Claim Amendments 

While the Applicant does not necessarily agree with the Examiner's rationale for 
rejecting the claims, in the interest of moving the examination forward, the Applicant has 
amended the claims as follows: 

the limitations of claim 12 have been incorporated in claim 1, 
the limitations of claim 34 have been incorporated in claim 23, 
the limitations of claim 56 have been incorporated in claim 45. 

Corresponding amendments have been made to claims 12, 13, 34, 35, 56, 57, 67, 
73, 78 and 82. 

Regarding Claim 1, 2, 4-6, 18, 23, 24, 26-28, 40, 45, 46, 48-50, 62, 64, 66-72 
and 78-81: 

In view of the above amendments to incorporate the limitations of the allowable 
claims into the predecessor claims all claims are now in a condition for allowance. 
Applicant respectfully requests allowance of all claims as presented herein.
